cific coast cities. This traffic in slave 
girls forms one of the most hideous 
callings that history has ever record- 
•ed, and the vile men and women who 
make it their sole vocation are crea- 
tures so low that murderers cannot be j 
•classed in their category. It is a call- 
Ing that reaches across 
the 
'Pacific 


•ocean into the homes of the poor peo- 
ple of Japan and China, for profes- j 
-sional procurers and procuresses are; 
regularly employed. These are thieves 
.and abductors, for many of the girls 
are stolen from their 
homes 
when 


their parents 
refuse 
to sell 
them. ' 


These men and women of the slave 
trade journey through the interior dis- 
tricts of China and Japan seeking the 
most beautiful girls, marking them as 
victims for th,eir hideous business. 
Sometimes the parents of these girls/ 
if they be burdened with large fam- 
ilies, will sell tor a price, but if they 
refuse the girls are made captives and 
carried away. As a usnai thing a pro- 
curer or procuress who makes a jour- 
ney across the ocean, for recruits re- 
turns with eight or ten girls. Various 


schemes are resorted to :n order to 
land the young women in America, but 
it is very infrequent that they are sent j 
back. A pretty slave girl often brings ' 
as high as ?3,000, so that the business 
of' procuring recruits is a profitable | 
one. 
A bunch of new arrivals is made j 


the object of an animated bargain sale ' 
by the ugly keepers of dives, who visit j 
the house where the new girls are kept j 
and bid for them os a stock raiser j 
•would bid on a herd 
of cattle. The I 


poor girls are bartered away, and soon j 
after their' arrival in America 
they 


have become prisoners in some gilded 
den where ugly Orientals and vile 
white men compel them to submit to ! 
the most shocking indignities. An in- ' 
variable rule, in the transfer of a slave • 
girl from her procuress to the man who , 
has bought her, is to fill her hand with, j 
bright coins, this for the purpose of 
soothing the young creature's mind. 
But the coin remains in her possession 
only until she has been safely in- 
stalled in her master's dive, when not 
only the money is taken from her, but 
she is compelled to array herself in a 
peculiar garment, and there is placed 
on her head a flimsy coronet, which 
signifies her character. And this hid- 
eous traffic is made more horrible by

raids made by the 'Frisco authorities 
children not .yet 12 .years of age have

The movement being made 
to crush out the business of selling 
girls into slavery is receiving material 
assistance from missionaries who have 
virtually taken their lives in their 
hands and gone among the Highbind- 
ers and other Chinamen in order to 
break up this awful traffic in human 
souls.

Crossed the Stream at a

When Bullets 
Were 
Plentiful- 


News Comes From George. W. Kro- 
ner, a Private in the Army. 
Gen. Frederick Eunston of the-Twen^ 


tieth Kansas is not the only brave AmeriV 
can who ever swam a river at the head of 
his men and in the face of a galling fire. 
Thers is a modest man from Janesville 
in the service at Manila who did the self 
same thing—Lieut. Lorraine Thompson 
Hichardson of the Twentieth United 
States regulars. 


Although Lieut. Kichardson equaled 


Funston's feat, his modesty, apparently, 
prevented him from saying anything 
about it in kis letters to Janesville rela- 
tives and friends. 
But 
"murder will 


out" and a letter written by George W. 
Kroner; a private in the regiment, tells 
of his gallantry as follows: 


"The 
Filipinos—niggers, we call 


them—would not grant us time to write 
for awhile here. No more had we landed 
than we received orders to go to the front. 
The first three days we did not do much 
shooting, although their sharp shooters 
were continually popping at us. 
After 


we, (the Twentieth) got started we kept 
going, for days. Talk about real genu- 
ine soldiers—one meal a day, hard tack 
and bacon sure enough—-running, fight- 
ing, sleeping with the stars for a blanket 
and good old mother earth 'for a bed 
spring. The niggers were used to fight- 
ing at night, but Gen. Wheaten who 
came over with us, said: 


'"We will have to teach the niggers to 


fight in the daytime.? 


"At first they blazed away at us .at 8 


a. m., and we started in about 6 o'clock 
—daybreak. They try to make numer- 
ous stands, but they are not 'onto their 
job.' However, they are leariug to fight 
as we do.

"We had the task on March 12 of 


taking Pasig, a walled city. . *

We led the advance upon the islands 
upon which, Pasig 
is situated, and 


charged up the street to a large church, 
their stronghold. We shot it full of 
holes and burst in the doors, and after 
driving out fhe niggers, some of the 
boys ran up into the belfry and rang 
the bells as they had never been rung 
before. 


"About 10 o'clock on March 16, we 


stopped at a river that we had to cross 
to get to the city of Cainta, .where .the 
Filipinos 
were . preparing to make a 


stand. Our battalion, commander was 
dickering how to, cross, that river at 
some'shallow. -:place.-.- 'Ping!., came -the 
'bullets.from:the enemy.: .They thought

"The water was up- to our' armpits, 
nd we threw everythiug away except, 
fie and cartridge belt, and with Lieut, 
ichardson, a regular daredevil, in the 
ead, swam across in a hurry.

time and make a baseball slide for a 


idge and pump several volleys into 
aem. 


When we got orders for a. final 


harge we made a direct assault on their 
tronghold, yelling and shouting as we 
an. Those we didn't shoot died from 
right, as we yelled like Indians. We 
lad to make a bold charge or get killed, 
.s we only had ten rounds of ammuni- 
ion.

decision in the Dreyfus matter. The 
court ordered the new court martial to 
sit at Rommes.

dered Dreyfus brought back immedi- 
ately. 


The announcement,of the verdict was 


received quietly. There were, compara- 
tively few persons in the .court room 
when the decision was received. There 
tias been no demonstration on the streets 
thus far. 


Captain Alfred' Dreyfus, an Alsatian 


Jew employed in the French war office, 
was arrested in 1894 in great secrecy 
and at a time of anti-semitic agitation. 
His arrest( was the result of the discovery 
of a document thought to indicate him 
in traiturs! acts. . Before he had even 
been heard in his own 
presence, Gen, 


Mercier, then minister of war, announced 
publicly that he had positive proof of 
Dreyfus' guilt. 


A secret court martial was held, and 


Dreyfus was convicted to be publicly 
ciegraded and banish»d to Devil's Isle. 


The scene of Dreyfus' degradation 


was most dramatic,
